came the dean of the house, 

Carnarvon today is as whole- 
heartedly loyal to Lloyd George as 
the Scotland division of Liverpool 
used to be to the genial old Irish 
Nationalist. | 

There were persistent reports to- 
day Major Gwylim Lloyd George 
and Miss Megan, son and daughter 
of the former Prime Minister, 
would join the Labor party. If 
they do, it will be entirely on their 
initiative. 

The elder Lloyd George in any 
event will continue to represent 
Carnarvon as an Independent Lib- 
eral, maintaining rigid aloofness 
from opposition Liberals led by Sir 
Herbert Samuel and the govern- 
ment Liberals led by Sir John 
Simon.

His Social Credit scheme, lie as- 
serted, would penalize no section of 
society save that it would take away 
from certain individuals the power 
to monetize wealth and make it a 
public function.

BANKER CHIEF 
POINTS ROAD | 
TO PROSPERITY 


Jackson Dodds, Big Finan- | 
cier, Says to Start Trad- 
ing Again 
OTTAWA, April 10.—The bank- 
ing committee of the House of 
Commons today was shown a path 
leading back to world prosperity. 
Jackson Dodds, general manager of 
the Bank of Montreal, summed up 
in the words “more trade” his anti- 

depression policy. 

“We will get out of this depres- 
sion,” said the tall, gray-haired 
banker, “when the governments 
get together and start trading 
again among themselves. I fhink 
it is well known that tariffs, 
quotas and heaven knows what, 
have prevented world trade.” 

A warning against inflation and 
radical economic measures was 
sounded by Mr. Dodds when the 
committee resumed its inquiry after 
the Easter recess. Inflation, he said, 
was easy to start but difficult to 
stop and inevitably led to disaster 
as France and Germany learned to 
their sorrow after the war.

Hon. W. L. Mackenzie 
King Charges Checkup 
of Federal Relief Expen- 
ditures Will Disclose 
Shocking Story. 


OTTAWA, April 10—Investiga- 
tion of federal relief expenditures 
by the public accounts committee 
of the house of commons was prom- 
ised last night by Premier R. B. 
Bennett. Demand for the probe 
came from Rt. Hon. Mackenzie 
King, Liberal leader, who said the 
Dominion treasury had been looted 
by provinces and municipalities 
through lack of systematic audits. 

Detailed audit of federal relief 
expenditures would disclose “one 
of the most shocking stories this 
country has ever heard,” said the 
opposition leader. The govern- 
ment had invited scandals and 
treasury looting by lack of aud- 
iting control, he charged. 

“If a province was defrauding 
us we will get the money back,” 
promised the prime minister, em- 

phasizing his words by tapping 
his finger nails on the broad 
top of his desk while a silence fell 
across the chamber. 

Accepting the demand for inquiry 
of the whole question, the prime 
minister said the auditor-general 
was scheduled to appear before a 
senate committee Thursday and 
until that was completed, no ar- 
rangements could be made: Of| 
course, the house had first call on 
the auditor's services and every- 
thing would be done to expedite 
the hearing.

Co-defendant in the Union Paci-|

Lawrence Golden, now resident in

notary, which arrived unsolicited | 
through the mail in Edmonton Mon-| 
day afternoon. 


Lawrence Golden is the man 
who, along with Fahey and_ three 
others, “took the rap” at Omaha 


for the mail snatch. In his sworn 
declaration, Golden states that both 
himself and Fahey were victims of 
perjured evidence, sworn to by 
witnesses who were too eager to 
cash in on the $30,000 rewards post- 
ed for the conviction of the mail 
train robbers. 

Golden was given an_ uncondi- 
tional pardon August 12, 1912, by 
President Woodrow Wilson. In his 
affidavit, he says the pardon was 
granted on the ground that the con- 
viction had been a miscarriage of

Spectre of Another World 
Conflict Conjured Up By 
President of Conference 


—Critics Scored.

GENEVA, April 10.—The) 

steering committee of the Dis- 
armament Conference met to-| 
day, decided to call an inter- | 
national conference May 23,| 
and adjourned itself until! 
April 30. The committee mem- | 
bers reached the understand- 
ing that Arthur Henderson, 
president of the conference, 
have the authority to| 


postpone either meeting a few 


days should he see fit. 

The spectre of another great 
war was conjured up by Arthur 
Henderson, president of the con- 
ference, as he warned delegates 
here for the re-convened session of 
the body they must do their ut- 
most to prevent an international 


catastrophe. 
He told them there must be a 
universal treaty of disarmament, 


describing it as a world problem. 
He flayed verbally that section of | 
public opinion which declared the | 
military situation hopeless and the 
conference useless. 

That section, he said, ‘‘contem- 
plates with equanimity the return 
ef conditions that led to the Great 
War; they urge us to go back to 
international anarchy where 
every nation is a law unto itself 
and all arm.” 

Henderson said there was nothing 
to warrant an opinion that a dis-| 
armament agreement was impos- 
sible, but he declared: 

“A new race for armaments has 
begun, although it has not yet 
gathered much momentum.” 

His address was directed to the 


experts gathered to determine whe- | 


ther hope yet remains for an inter- 
national control of arms. 


TWO KILLED BY 
TRAIN VANDALS 


VIENNA, April 10.—Train wreck- 
ers derailed the Vienna-Paris-Lon- 
don express early today between 
Wels and Linz, capital of upper 
Austria, causing two deaths and a 
score of injuries.

The alderman claimed he had re- 
ceived protests from contractors 
that certain people on relief were 
offering to do different jobs, par- 


titularly haulage work, at rates

| lief cases were operating teams and 
| trucks. 

| H. F. McKee, manager of the 
| special relief department, said this 
| was entirely contrary to the rules 
of his department. At the present 
|time, he continued, relief cases 
| were required to make a sworn af-! 
fidavit as to the money they earned 
ut odd jobs. They were allowed 
fo retain a percentage of this 
while the remainder was deducted) 
from their relief accounts. 

| Indigents, he declared, were not 
allowed to operate trucks or teams. 
In the case of a truck they were 
|required to turn the license plates 
|into the relief department, while if | 
they owned horses they had to 
make a statement under oath that 
they were not using same for com- 
|mercial advantage, 

In an effort to tighten up these 
|regulations, explained the relief 
official, a new system was being 
adopted next month which would 
force recipients of relief to swear 
out an affidavit each month as to 
the amount of outside work they 
|had secured during the month,

Consequently the matter was 
turned over to a large sub-com- 
mittee which will report back on 
Wednesday or Thursday to the full 
conference. 

Meantime Argentina is lobbying 
for an increase in her export quota 
under the London pact, while the 
Russian quota, not defined by the 
pact, still has to be determined. The 
main commission therefore pauses 
for private negotiations while the 
sub-committees are in full swing. 

In addition to the minimum price 
committee, another committee is 
busy dotting the I's and crossing the 
T's of a report on the French bare 
gaining proposal of wine for wheat, 
on which the conference decided 
last week it could not take definite 
action. 

The minimum price committee is 
representative of Canada, the Un- 
ited States, Russia, Australia, the 
Danubian countries, France, Ger- 
many and Great Britain. It meets 
tomorrow in an effort to develop 
a concrete scheme for an export 
minimum price, 

The purport of the committee is 
not to decide on a minimum price 


| principle—that is agreed on—but to 


endeavor to draft a feasible scheme 
should the sovernments concern- 
ed, to whom, all recommendations 
of the conference must go, agree to 
a minimum price policy. 

Both the importing and export- 
ing countries were generally agreed 
on the advisability of an increase 
in export prices. Hope of a “sen- 
sible improvement” in prices held 
when the London agreement was 
signed last August had been neg- 
atived by the large Argentine crop 
and the record European crops. 

“World wheat prices,” says an of- 
ficial communiyue, “are materially 
lower today than when the agree- 
ment was signed But although 
world prices for export, wheat are

THE MONEY CURE 

In its monthly bulletin for April, 
National City Bank of New York says: 

“The money market has continued extremely 
easy, with the over-supply of funds reaching 
new high levels every week. Largely because 
of gold imports, monetary gold stocks increased 
$437,000,000 in the four weeks ended March 21, 
lifting total stocks to $7,640,000,000. In addition, 
the Government in making payments drew sub- 
stantially on its cash balances in the Treasury, 
with the result that member bank reserves 
increased over $600,000,000 during the period. 
In New York City excess reserves reached a 
figure around $450,000,000, and for all member 
banks approximated $1,475,000,000, 

“Reflecting this glut of funds, yields on 
short-term Treasury issues dropped to new low 
levels, two issues of $50,000,000 Treasury bills, 
one for 90 days and one for 182 days, being 
sold late in the month at’0.08 and 0.19 per cent 
respectively. Bankers’ acceptances dropped 4 
to “s bid—'% asked for 90-day bills, and open 
market commercial paper was slightly easier 
at 1—1% per cent for best names.” 

Perhaps this “glut of funds’ has as much 
to do with improving times in the United States 
as the directorship of business established 
through NRA codes, It is hard to imagine any 
country staying in a state of depression with a 
plentiful supply of money available on ordinary 
security at low rates of interest. That, in fact, 
has never yet happened. The United States 
would be on the up grade if Mr. Roosevelt had 
done nothing more than go off gold, devalue 
the dollar and put money in circulation. 

What Canada needs is more buying power 
within reach of the average citizen; not the 
regimentation of business through schemes to 
curtail wealth production and prevent trade.

The good people of Austin, Texas, have pur- 
chased a five-room frame house that was built 
over sixty years ago. It is being moved to a 
public park, and members of 
the University of Texas ar- 
chitectural faculty, assisted 
by consultants in architecture, 
have been called in to aid in 
“restoring” the house to what 
it looked like forty years ago. 

And why forty years ago? 

It appears that forty years 
ago a young drug store, bank 
and land office clerk fled from 

hs the house to try and avoid 
J. S. Cowper arrest by federal officials on 
charges of bank irregularities. He wasn't suc~- 
cessful in evading capture long. He hadn't used 
the bank to wreck great industries or steal a 
railroad, They were paltry peculations, so he 
was overtaken and he served three years in a 
federal prison. And now, the people of Austin 
are buying the place to preserve it as a public 
memorial. 

It's the sort of happy anti-climax that would 
have pleased the heart of “O. Henry’—more 
especially because the unhappy drug-land office- 
bank clerk was one William Sidney Porter, 
now known to fame as “O, Henry,” prince of 
short story writers. 

Porter managed to defy capture for two 
years after he fled from the Austin cottage. 
Then he returned to visit at the bedside of his 
sick wife. He or she, or both of them, must 
have been held in esteem, for the Austin police 
decided to turn a blind eye on Porter’s presence 
until after his sick wife should die. She lived 
for a year after his return. Then they made 
the arrest. 

Though fabulous prices are paid nowadays 
for letters or original manuscripts of bygone 
writers—many of whom lived near to want 
during their lives—not one of the editors who 
handled “O. Henry's” stories, kept a single 
page of his copy. It all went to destruction. 

A page of O. Henry's original manuscript, 
written in his delicate handwriting, would today 
bring as museum matter a thousand times what 
the author got for it as literature. Some editors 
lost a chance to make their estates valuable, 
when they let all of O, Henry's copy go into the 
junk heap. 4

It was suggested that perhaps Sessoms 
had stabbed himself without anyone seeing him 
do it, and then had put the weapon back into 
Kirwan’'s hand.

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This wasn't the first time that Mde. Dubon- 
net had Ween in court. Her progress has been 
marked by court appearances, making it pos- 
sible for one to more or less record her life by 
her court appearances. 

When she was 17, she: contracted the first of 


her five marriages. She eloped from school 
with John Kirwan, a broker’s son. The mar- 
riage was later annulled, and the child of the 
marriage—the accused in the present trial— 
brought up apart from his mother.

Eat Wheat 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In today’s articie T arn going to try to answer 
your questions about what kind of bread to 
eat and when it may be used in the diet of a 
person in good health. ( 

For the man or woman doing hard manual 
work, who is in good health, I strongly recom- 
mend the genuine wheat 
bread, prepared from the en- 
tire grain. This kind of bread 
may be labeled in several 
different ways and may be 
called “100%. whole, wheat 
bread,” “entire whole wheat 
bread,” ete. When buying 
your bread, look closely at 
the label and you will be 
able to pick out the kind that 
I recommend, made from the 
real whole grain, to which 
nothing has been added and from which noth- 
ing has been taken away. This means that the 
bran, the vitamin, and the mineral elements 
which Nature put in the grain have all been 
left in. 

A loaf baked from the real whole wheat 
flour has a delicious satisfying flavor different 
from any other kind of bread. When you eat 
it, you are getting an honest food in a form 
which has proved entirely satisfactory in feed- 
ing human beings for thousands of years. 

As a rule, a loaf of whole wheat bread is of 
a dark, rich brown color, but the color of the 
loaf will vary depending upon whether the 
light or dark wheat was used and you can not 
depend entirely on the color of the loaf to guide 
you. 

In eating wheat in the form of this 100% 
whole wheat bread, it is advisable to correctly 
combine it wifh other foods. As this bread is 
a starch, it combines well with non-starchy 
vegetables and one good way to use the bread 
is for lunch. With it you may use cooked non- 
starchy vegetables such as carrots or string 

You who must pack Junches each day will 
beans and a generous salad. 
be glad.to know that whole wheat bread may 
be used in preparing sandwiches. When you 
get ready to pack your lunch tomorrow morn- 
ing, I want you to go into the kitchen, get out 
a loaf of entire wheat bread and spread two 
slices with good, fresh butter. Now add roasted 
peanut butter, tuck in a leaf of lettuce and the 
sandwich is ready to be wrapped to go in the 
lunch, Or, get out the cheese, cut off a medium- 
sized layer of tempting, yellow American 
cheese, and place the cheese between two lay- 
ers of real whole wheat bread. If you are in 
good health, I prescribe an occasional cheese 
and entire wheat bread combination. I men- 
tion this for the reason that I have had many 
letters recently which ask about this particular 
combination. 

Another desirable kind of whole wheat 
product is whole wheat macaroni or spaghetti. 
Both may be obtained through a health foad 
store. I also highly recommend the many dif- 
ferent breakfast foods prepared from the en- 
tire grain. The whole wheat shredded biscuits 
which are put up in packaged form are espec- 
jally desirable. Break these biscuits open, re- 
toast under the broiler, pour over hot water, 
season with butter and eat with a spoon, and I 
am sure you will enjoy the rich whole wheat 
flavor. Another wholesome breakfast food is 
the “puffed” grain, and I note that there are 
additional whole wheat breakfast cereals now 
on the market, using the entire grain, all of 
which I recommend. One of the cheapest break- 
fast foods is the cleaned wheat, cooked until 
the grains burst open and served with milk or 
cream. An entire family may have a meal of 
this wheat for about three cents. In spite of 
being inexpensive, it provides you with a nour- 
ishing and healthful breakfast meal.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1842, Halifax 
was incorporated as a city. Until 
then the grey outpost of Empire 
at our Atlantic gateway had been 
administered first by the military 
and then by magistrates. It seems 
strange that yery nearly a cen- 
fury should bave elapsed before 
Haligonians were given the right 
of a say in their own affairs, but 
after the military regime which 
began with the founding of Hali- 
fax in 1749 the mercantile leaders 
practically had the whole con- 
trol of the town’s affairs until 
1842 when, as a result of the cru- 
sade of men like Joseph Howe, 
the old Merchants’ Compact (as 
ruthless in its way as the Family 
Compact of the early days of Up- 
per Canada) was brought to 
ground and the common folk had 
some voice in civic affairs. 

Naturally, when a city council 
began work money had to be 
provided to create public utilities

and naturally the big property 
owners raised a rumpus about 
the “confiscation of property 
rights” as they did everywhere 
when civic machinery commenc- 
ed to operate; but they had to ac- 
cept the new situation and event- 
ually paid their taxes willingly, 
for, be it said to its credit that 
in the nearly 90 years of its civic 
life there have been very few 
municipal scandals in Halifax. 
The city has every reason to be 
proud of its civie history and 
owes a debt to the men who in 
1842 formed the first city coun- 


cil. The old merchants laid the 


foundations of Halifax's import- 
ance as a financial centre, with 
ramifications all over the world; 
but the credit for the last 90 
years’ progress as a clean and 
healthy city goes to the mayors 
and aldermen who have accom- 
plished much and surmounted 
many difficulties.

THE CENTRAL BANK 

Editor, Bulletin: Major Douglas 
in his opening remarks stated 
that if you approached the peo- 
ple who control our financial 
system, and pointed out to them 
the distress resulting from their 
policy, they would answer some- 
thing like this: “Very interesting, 
but why should we change our 
policy? We are not suffering?” 

Actually they have said worse 
than that. Mr. Jackson Dodds of 
the Bank of Montreal told the 
parliamentary committee on 
banking that a further tightening 
of belts is necessary. 

In his reference to the central 
bank, Major Douglas says that it 
is not a question of the public or 
private ownership of the bank 
that matters, it’s the bank's policy 
that counts. Exactly, and it is 
because we believe, with him, 
that these people will not change 
their policy that we must insist 
that the central bank be govern- 
ment owned and controlled. Pri- 
vate bank policy has put about 
one-eighth of the population of 
Canada on relief; it is responsible 
for the institution of forced la- 
bor camps with an atrocity wage 
of 20 cents per day. 

Mr. Rhodes, our federal finance 
minister, has given us an idea of 
the power held by a_ privately 
owned central bank. He was 
asked by Mr, W. Irvine, M.P., 
what would happen in the event 
of a clash between the govern- 
ment and the bank, and his an- 
swer was that undoubtedly the 
views of the bank would pre- 
vail. 

In democratic countries there 
is only one power greater than 
the government and that is the 
people. If we knowingly ailow 
any other power to control our 
public servants, we may call our- 
selves Canadian or British but we 
shall certainly be giving our- 
selves the benefit of the doubt if 
we claim to be intelligent or free. 

Let us then protest whilst there 
is still time. The central bank 
has not yet been instituted, and 
benk charters have not yet been 
renewed, These charters expire 
in July, 1934, and there is no 
power in this world can compel 
our government to renew them. 

Private bank policy is directly 


responsible for the misery and 
destitution inflicted on this coun- 
try during the past four years— 
a policy which demands balanced 
budgets at the expense of chil- 
dren's empty stomachs, and let 
us remember that we have a gov- 
ernment which endorses that 
policy. If through lack of effec- 
tive protest we allow the central 
bank to be privately owned, and 
bank charters to be renewed, 
the people who are responsible 
for the present conditions will be 
on our backs for another ten 
years and we shall be called upon 
to sacrifice and suffer with faith 
and fortitude in order that we 
may continue to enjoy the bless- 
ings of “peace, order and good 
government” and ail that goes 
with it.

Nerve weari- 
ness accompanies muscular weari- 
ness and when this happens, he is 
no more responsible for his conduct

stances.

NEED OF RELAXATION 

| Children need sleep, al! they 
| can get, and if it is possible, a rest 
during the day. They don't need 
to “nap” necessarily, but just lie 
down quietly for a little while and 
rest their bones. How long this 
is kept up depends upon the con- 


dition of the child—not his age, 
Very often children of ten or 
twelve need this after school re- 


laxation, if only for half an hour, 

Former articles have discussed 
the “fatigue” child and the toxic or 
“poisoned” child. These weari- 
nesses have pathological sources and 
need correcting 

But quite as important is this 
tiredness of the otherwise healthy 
j*hue 

Children are sirenuous

special power gives them a hun- 
dred times more endurance than 
their elders. But even so they 
are a hundred times more active, 
as a rule. The matter we must 
give serious attention to is that 
they are growing, and growth 
means building up surplus each 
day that goes into poundage. If 
he uses up this extra strength and 
material as he goes along, and is 
constantly on the “reverse” line 
or below it, he will be tired most 
of the time. This is why he needs 
sleep, the great builder, and meals 
varied and wholesome. 


FORCE EARLY RETIREMENT 

I think that parents can safely 
be tyrants in one direction, and 
this is about sleep. 

Bed-time should be early and no 
break-overs, There should be no 
excitement, or worry, either, be- 
fore bed-time. A little fun is all 
right, but the emotionally excited 
child will lie awake for a long 
time. The worried or unhappy 
child will, too. 

Downstairs, the rest of the fam- 
ily would do well to make a cer- 
tain sacrifice and dispense with 
high jinnks or noise, unless the 
house is arranged s0 that the 
radio or the piano won't remind 
the lonely one of all he is missing. 
He will get accustomed to certain 


house noises, and_ street noises, 
too, but there is a limit. 

Outdoor air and pley help 
sleep. Oxygen is the friend of 
Morpheus. 

SLEEP AIDS COMFORT 

If he cannot sleep, everything 


having been done to encourage it, 
the doctor may find the reason 
Or if the parents suspect unhappi- 
ness they can quietly go about 
discovering the cause and try to 
remove it.

LINCOLN, Neb., April 10.—Three 
prominent Lincoln residents yester- 
day discussed their memories of 
the train robbery case that sent 
Frank Grigware to jail. Grigware 
today is in Jasper, Alta, known as 
James Fahey, awaiting the result of 
lextradition proceedings when he} 
| will know if he is to be returned 
to United States as an escaped con- 
vict from Leavenworth _ peniten- 
tiary. 

Fahey has lived in western Can- 
ada since 1910, when he fled from 
the penitentiary. Federal Judge ‘I 
C. Munger today recalled when he 
had sentenced Grigware to prison, 
and Chief Justice Charles A. Goss 
said he was the federal district at- 
torney who prosecuted the mem- 
bers of the train-robbing band 
Goss said the case was the most ro- 
in his many years before 


the bar. 

According to Munger, Goss trac- 
ed the guns used by the train rob- 
bers near Omaha, Neb. and Goss 
described how he traced the stolen 
money carried by the thieves 

“When I addressed the jury,” 
Goss said, “I flashed these ragged 
old bills and ‘said these are tickets 
to the penitentiary for two of the 
men so I won't have to worry 
about them any more.” 

The trial of the four men impli- 
cated in the robbery continued for 
about four weeks. H. J. Whitmore, 
United States commissioner here, 
declared his brother George was 
the mail clerk on the train robbed 
He said his brother pushed some of 
the mail sacks to one side before 
the robbers appeared. ‘The door of 
the car was opened when the rob- 
bers threatened to blow it open.

A dark morning of 17 years ago 

the darkest morning in their lives 
for thousands of Canadian, Imperial 
| and German troops—was celebrated

old songs and toasts—when the Ed- 
of the Canadian 
Legion staged its annual Vimy 
|}smoker in the Memorial hall .on 
Monday night. 

Three hundred of 
were there—the boys who marched 
up the long poplar lined roads 
through columns of transport and 
waiting guns to the dead city of 
Arras—younger and sturdier then 
singing the old songs that fighting 
men sang during the war—a hedge 
of stubby Lee-Enfields rising and 
falling in time to their step the 
melting snow shining on their drab 
helmets 

The two minutes’ silence in mem 
ory of the fallen called for by 
President Ian Stewart Irvine at the 
opening of the smoker brought back

CASUAL WATER; PIPES ON 
COURSE 


The Rules of Golf Committee, in 
amending Rule 27 which covers} 
procedure when a ball lies in casual 
water, has made several ameéend-| 
ments in the wording of the rule. | 
In regard to a ball “lying or lost” 
in casual water through the green, 
the requirement now is that the 
player may drop a ball “on dry 
ground as near as possible to the 
spot where the ball lay, but not 
nearer to the hole.” Formerly the 
player was required to drop a ball | 
“within two club lengths of the) 
margin” of the casual water. The 
provision that a dropped ball roll- 
ing into the casual water may be 
re-dropped without penalty is un- 
changed. This is one case where 
an amendment simply legalizes 
practices already in effect | 

Casual water is, of course, any | 
temporary accumulation of water 
on the course which is not a rec- 
ognized water hazard. When cas- 
ual water prevents the player from 
taking his stance, his ball may be 
considered to “lie in casual water” 
and he may pick it up and drop) 
without penalty as provided under | & 
the rules. In no case may he drop]; 
his ball nearer the hole without; 
penalty. Under rulings of the} 
Royal and Ancient, ice on the 
course or on the putting green is 
considered to be casual water. | 

In regard to casual water on the 
putting green, another amendment 
also removes the words “within! 
two club lengths” and _ instead 
specifies “the nearest position to 
which it lay which is not nearer 
the hole” as the place where a 
ball may be placed for casual water 
on the putting green. 

The player who finds his ball in| 
casual water on the putting green 
(anywhere within 20 yards of the 
hole except in a hazard) may 
choose whether he will lift that 
ball or play it where it lies. Under 
the old rule, if he lifted his ball | 


he was required to place it by 
hand “either withiit! two club 
lengths directly behind the spot 


from which the ball was lifted or 
in the nearest position to that spot 
which is not nearer the hole and | 
which affords a putt to the hole 
without casual water intervening.” 
The new rule simplifies all this by 


stating that the ball, lifted of 
course without penalty, “shall be 
Placed in the nearest position to 


where it lay and which affords a 
stroke to the hole without casual 
water interfering.” 

If the player's ball is in casual 
water in a hazard he may drop 
another ball either in or behind 
the hazard under penalty of one 
stroke, or, if his ball was played 
from the tee, he may return and 
tee another ball as nearly as pos- 
sible at the spot from which the} 
original ball was played, under 
penalty of one stroke. This pro- 
Vision also applies when a ball lies 
or is lost in a recognized water 
hazard, whether in water or not. 

Some changes have been made, 
in the wording of Rule 11 concern- | 
ing water pipes and similar ob- 
structions on the course, but, while | 
there is a drastic change in this 
rule permitting the lifting ahd 
dropping of a ball lying within two 
club lengths of an immovable ob- 
struction, the particular clause 
concerning exposed water pipes has | 
no change in its effect. The rule! 
adds to the number of obstructions 
which may be moved if movable 
and provides that a ball lying on 
or touching any of the named ob- 
structions, or lying on or touching 
clothes, or ground under repair, or 
a drain cover, hydrant, hydrant 
cover or exposed water pipe or ly- 
ing in a hole made by the green- | 
keeper, may be lifted and dropped | 
or placed as provided in Rule 8 
without penalty. The principal | 
change is in the wording of the 
rule rather than its effect, except | 
in the matter of an immovable ob- 
struction.
